EGG. 


The .Easter week is the chief occasion 
for Russian family and friendly reunion 
and rejoicing.

Grand Army Veterans Honor the 


Poems and Orations in flountafn 


View Cemetery. 


- ' There -was a dual celebration of' 
.Memorial Day in Mountain View and 
•St. Mary's cemeteries today, 
which 


;was attended by thousands of people. 
.'There was no procession in the city, 
'the: active participants in that dem- 
onstration having, some years ago, 
.abandoned that feature, because of the 
wearying effect it had upon the aged 
arid enfeebled veterans. 


The day was a perfect one for the 


purpose, and brought hundreds of peo- 
ple to the cities of the dead to strew 
the graves with flowers, who other- 
wise would have been impelled to re- 
main away. 


MEETING PLACE. 


The rendezvous was the point in- 
side the great sate to Mountain View 
Cemtery, at which converge a number 
of 
driveways. There, 
beneath 
the 


shade afforded by stately trees and in 
an atmosphere redolent of blooming 
parterres, aged 
veterans of 
nearly 


half a century ago; veterans of a lew 
years since, from many of whose faces 
the down o£ youth had yet scarcely 
disappeared; members o£ the National 
Guard and women young and old, not 
a few of whom had suffered bereave- 
ment because of the bloody fields in 
the South and the Orient, formed into 
a silent line which, with muffled drums 
beating the time wended its way to 
the burial plot of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 
There was little suggesting military 


pomp in the display because the great- 
er number of those who took part in 
it were themselves apparently of (that 
agi warranting the assertion that'they 
were beating "funeral marches to tha 


' grave."

AT MEMORIAL PLOT. 


• The assembling took place at 9:45 
a. m-, and at 10 o'clock the procession 
was under way. The march to the 
memorial plot required about fifteen 
minutes. That place had already at- 
tracted thousands of people. At all 
times beautiful and imposing, today 
the plot may be said to have present- 
,ed a scene of loveliness which could 
not elsewhere be excelled. 
' The burial place lies on the southern 
slope of a gentle acclivity. 
In the 


:mlddle is a granite monument erected 
;to do honor to the men who sleep be- 
.neath. At each corner, from a staff 
.of glistening white, floated the nation- 
's.! colors, the largest pole at northeast 
corner sustaining a large new Amer- 
ican flag, which today was broken to 
the breeze for the first time. 
At each 
corner also the Dahlgren ship-howitzer 
which had done service in the rebels 
lion, appeared with glistening surface, 
the trucks also having undergone a 
'renewing coat of paint. The fringe of 
shells around the spot, the large an- 
chor outline on the sward, traced by 
the same deadly missiles, showed the 
fresh application of black paint which 
•argued the watchful and 
systematic 
care of this place by the management 
of the cemetery, 


GRAVES, FLAGS AND FLOWERS. 


" Graves and grave stones were scat- 
•tered throughout the 
Inclosure, 
but 
the mounds above the sleepers were 
almost obliterated with palls of flow- 
ers. Each silent resting place, how- 
ever, was indicated by a small Amer- 
ican flag. Few people moved within 
the inclosure, and they, were in 
the 


main people who were directing af- 
fairs, but outside the plot there were 
'several ranks of spectators 
gazing 


with wrapt attention upon the seen?. 
A genial sun lighted up the place. The 
raw wind which has marred many a 
'day which otherwise would have been 
Ideal, this season, had been swept 
aside and the 
perfect 
day 
which 
heaven always vouchsafes to the dead 
heroes and their friends in this mar- 
vellously beautiful resting place of the 
old. flghters was the result. 


EXERCISES. 


. The proceedings were opened by the 
band of the Thirteenth United States 
Infantry -playing in pianissimo," The 
Star Spangled Banner." and at the 
fortissimo, in the chorus,.in which the 
people joined, the new flags on the 
main staff which, up to that time, had 
been suspended furled, in response to 
the dexterous manipulation ot the hal- 
liards by men beneath, lost its bulk and

Rev. A. T .Needham of the First M. 


E. Church of Alameda, himself a vet- 
eran, then, feelingly delivered the fol- 
lowing ter.'ljr and patriotic invocation:

DEFENDED COUNTRY'S FLAG. 
"This day we come to'show our re- 


spect for the memory.of those, who, 
when their country's flag was threat- 
ened, sprang to its defense. With an 
unselfish devotion they 'forsook the 
comforts and quiet of home, to die, if 
need be. on the field of battle, that 
our Union might remain, and our peo- 
ple 
continue to be one, as brethren 


ever should be. 
"Remember most graciously the wid- 


ows and orphans of the fallen, whether 
of the Union or of the Confederate 
armies and navies. Grant .to our en- 
tire country peace and prosperity. 
SONS FROM NORTH AND SOUTH. 


"Of recent years, in Thy good provi- 


dence, 
Thou hast brought our sons, 


from both North and South to rally 
around the one flag, to rebuke an inso- 
lent and oppressing foe, and around 
the one camp-fire and in the same or- 
deal of battle they have cemented the 
Union with the love of comradeship. 
May our mission, as a nation, be faith- 
fully fulfilled by us as a united^peo- 
ple, whose God is the Lord. 


"Recognizing Thy guiding hand in 


war and in peace, we would say with 
Thy servant of old 'Blessed be the 
Lord, my strength, which teacheth my 
hands to war, and my fingers to fight.' 


"And now, henceforth, may there be 


peace in all our borders, and may all 
occasions for war forever cease, and 
to Thee be the glory of our deliverance, 
sustenance and peace, Amen."

George A. Norton, past post com- 


mander of Lyon Post No. S, one of the 
most devoted members of the G. A.

ORATOR OF THE DAY. 


After the song, "My Own United 
States," Rev. W. H. Scott, a retired 
chaplain of the United States Army, 
o£ Alameda, was introduced as orator 
of the day, and delivered in a very 
effective manner, the following pat- 
riotic address: 
"We are assembled hero this beautiful 
morning to spend ?n hour for one of the 
most important objects of human life, 
especially as American citizens. 
"We are met in the City of the Dead 
to talk to and of a body of men who 
should be dear to every true, loyal Ameri- 
can citizen. 
"In their name, and for them, I de- 
sire your earnest retention. 
"We are here, also, to talk to the ris- 
ing generation and impress upon them 
the debt of gratitude they owe the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The youth have 
claims upon us which cannot be so we'll 
met in another way. 
"I address you today as one who saw 
the scenes of '61. 
" 'What mean you by this servleer 
These were the words spoken' by Moseg 
with reference to the Israelitish nation 
when they should be established, and 
their children should say: 'What mean 
you?' 
"It was to be explained so as to teach 
them o( the special blessing they en- 
joyed and to be a means of education to 
all the generations. 
"The Israelite was required to carefully 
teach his children the meaning of the 
service. 


PASSOVER AND JULY FOURTH. 
"This .institution, the Passover, was the 
birthday festival of the Jews. It was to 
be repeated annually. So we observe the 
fourth day of July and Decoration Day 
to teach the great lesson of patriotism 
and to remind tha rising generation of 
the value of national unity and life. Yes, 
we are here to pay our annual tribute to 
the memory of those soldiers of the 
Union army who are burled here ana 
elsewhere. 
"Tne beauty and sanctity of Memorial 
day, Instead of declining, rather increases 
with the passing years. The Grand Army 
beneath the sod constantly swells in num- 
bers. 
The Grand Army which survives 
decreases. 


SAVIORS OF THE NATION. 


"The old graves lose none of their hal- 
lowed glory, and the new graves add to 
the wealth of flowers and affection lav- 
ished on these consecrated spots. 
"We meet today with flowers in our 
hands and heroic memories in our hearts 
to honor those who have been the saviors 
of .the nation. 


TALK 
.OF 
DISCONTINUATION. 


"It has been said that the annual Mai- 
memorial services of 
respect for 
the 
soldiers of the Republic should be dis- 
continued; that the custom of carrying 
flowers lo their graves that honor the 
soil of every Stato of the Union, and of 
speaking above their patriotic dust words 
of praise for their valor and hope for tho 
future oE the Union they died' to perpetu- 
ate, Is a custom that should be observed 
no more. 
"With this sentiment I do not agree. 
Every consideration of gratitude, every 
impulse of patriotism, .demand that the 
tributes of praise to our fallen heroes 
should be offered. 
"Mav the nation never forget'her brave 
defenders as she advances along her grand 
career, Immersed in the present, or in her 
opening'vistas of accumulated .grandeur. 
"It is well that we should, by most fit- 
ting ceremony, keep their memory green.

MEMORIES. 


"Standing on this hallowed ground, on 
this ^vlemoriat Day, 
which, 
with 
its 
flowers, speaking of the past unto the. 
present, recalls the sad memories of the 
war. 
"Our nation's heroes, living and .dead, 
live : in the affectionate memory' of a 
grateful country. They live in the in- 
fluence 
of their heroic - example.

"Of the eighty-three national ceme- 
teries, and ail others., where slumber

"I believe we are approaching the ideril 
overnment of which our fathers dreamed.

which God will smile upon us. 
"May our recent e^cperience with Spain 
serve to bury all mistakes forever and 
melt us into a national union of heart 
and soul. Let us rejoice over the mutual 
devotion to the old flag as witnessed in 
Cuba and China and the Philippines. 


UNMARKED 
GRAVES. 


"The number of interments in otxr "na- 
tional cemeteries in 1884 was 318,176. Tho 
record of the unknown in them is 146,874. 
"No friend or relative knows where to 
weep over their remains; therefqre they 
are 
ours — the 
nation's 
care. 
Others 
will decorate their graves and crown 
their memories with fragrant flowers of 
gratitude. 
"To the credit of the race, the dead 
are not forgotten by the living. 
The 
memory of the dead stirs the holiest sen- 
timents of the human heart. The cem- 
etery bears the imprint of genius in the 
marble.. the: Imprint- of -Jove in, the •flowers, 
the expression of gratltu'de in the' tears", 
and of reverence in the softness of the 
footfalls, in the whispered sentiments of 
sorrow, and in the subdued notes of the 
music rendered in the City of the Dead. 
"The loveliest cities in a world of im- 
posing architecture and blooming gardens 
are the cities of the dead. Look around 
and you will see the truth of our state- 
ment. 


SUBJECTS FOR THOUGHT. 


'"What a vast number of subjects are 
suggested for thought as we stand in the 
iresence of the mementoes of the dead — 
leroism, patriotism, life! 
"I have stood in the presence of 
fathers, husbands, sons and brothers in 
the dark days of 1861, when they tore 
themselves from the embrace of loved 
ones to join the ranks. 
"I have welcomed soldiers on tfceir re- 


turn home from the conflict, covered 
with glory and rejoicing in the triumph of 
victory. I have joined them in their re- 
unions, but when I stand in the remem- 
brances of heroes dead, and attempt* to 
talk of the living heroes, I feel that 
silence would be more eloquent in such 
presence, 


TRIBUTE OF GRATITUDE. 


"I can never forget when I stood in the 
national cemetery at Mound City. 111., 
when the monument was unveiled, and 
we addressed those soldiers, go fresh 
from the fields of conflict. 
s 
"Today from Maine to California, vast 
concourses of true men and women and 
children are assembled to pay deserved 
homage to the national's dead and to gar- 
land . their quiet graves with nature's 
jewels as 
an 
appropriate 
tribute of 
gratitude. 
"We would regard it a very dangerous 
thing for a nation to forget and neglect 
its fallen or Its living defenders. 


NO IDLE CEREMONY. 


"This Memorial Day is no idle cere- 
mony. 
It brings to our minds teacful 
farewells, 
the 
tearful 
suspenses, "the 


anxlonsly-4ooked-for return- The lonaty 
widow and the sad mother mourn with 
us today as she remembers the form of 
her loved one, who was once the staff of 
her life. The noble dead, with thousands 
of others, still living, scattered, many 
trembling with pain, incurred by shot, 
shell or exposure, listened to their coun- 
try's flag, which rebellion rashly fired 
offered itheraselves in the time of her 
need. 
They rallied around their coun- 
try's flag, which rebfllion rashly fired 
upon, fired a shot heard all over the 
nation.

Abolishing Christmas and Easter. 
^ ^ 
When the people of France rose and overthrew the monarchy they 


also attempted to destroy the church. Having dethroned and be- 
headed the king, they thought God could be dethroned as easily. So 
they formally declared that God had ceased to exist, and crowned a 
goddess of reason. That she was an ignorant strumpet did not mat- 
ter. 
In their transports over throwing off the restraints of authority, 


the French populace thought they might as well declare themselves 
independent of morality as well as the decrees of a monarch. But 
God still reigned and the church continued to live. When he attain- 
ed supreme power Napoleon came to realize that it was necessary to 
reestablish the church. The erstwhile goddess of reason went to the 
Lazaette. 


Modern French statesmen appear to be anxious to repeat the 


futile experiment of the Sans Coulottes of Paris of the First Revolu- 
tion. In the act recently passed, by the Chamber of Deputies abol- 
ishing the Concordat established by the First Napoleon, and virtually 
outlawing the church, there was inserted a clause abolishing Christmas 
and Easter because they are church festivals. But the reaction is 
already beginning to be felt. The people are murmuring to such an 
extent that the ministry has announced that Christmas and Easter 
will be continued as holidays—but under new names. 


What does it signify? They will be celebrated because they are 


Christmas and Easter and not for any other reason. The French gov- 
ernment gives them other names, but they will still be Christmas and 
Easter to the people. They will still be the two most vital and momen- 
tous anniversaries in the history of Christianity. They will still com- 
memorate the birtb of the Savior and the rising from the grave after 
the Crucifixion. 
Governments may rise and fall in France, factions 


succeed each other as the mecurial populace may will, but the un- 
changing faith of the Christian world will reck little what laws the 
French parliament may enact or what titles may be given Christmas 
and Easter by materialistic statesmen who seem unable to comprehend 
the deathless quality and the invincible impulse of an idea. 


But for what they represent to the Christian church Christmas 


and Easter would mean nothing. They are days to celebrate be- 
cause they are expressive of the deepest joy the human race can know. 
Christmas speaks of the birth into the .kingdom of earth and Easter of 
the birth-into the kingdom of heaven. The French government has 
no control of these anniversaries^ and the plan to rename them will 
be as devoid of result as the effort to dethrone God and crown in His 
stead a woman of the street. 


Asiatic domination. 
The second was when the Roman galleys de- 


feated the, Carthaginian fleet. History was not made by any battle 
on water till Don John of Austria overthrew the sea power of the 
Turks at Lepanto and the navy of England under Lord Howard of 
Effingham, Sir Francis Drake,'John Hawkins and Martin Frobisher 
battered and routed the Armada of Spain in the famous Channel fight. 
The defeat of Van Tromp by Blake decided the supremacy of the 
sea against Holland, and then Nelson broke the sea power of France 
at Aboukir and Trafalgar. 


While Manila and Santiago were not such tremendous conflicts, 


they destroyed Spain's four hundred years,of dominion in America 
and the islands of Asia. 


Admiral Togo's victory is one of the greatest in naval annals, 


and places him in the front rank of the world's seaiighters. He has 
shown a mastery of the science of sea fighting under modern con- 
ditions that entitles him to the highest rank among naval strategists. 


Russia is still on the map, but on the water she is off the earth, 


so to speak. 


It will doubtless be a surprise to many to learn that tomatoes 


grown in Florida are being sold in the markets of San Francisco, but 
such is the fact. Earlier in the season we had tomatoes from Mexico, 
but now they are coming from Florida. Very inferior they are, too, 
retailing from ten to fifteen cents a pound. Yesterday Florida toma- 
toes of a rather poor quality were selling at fifteen cents a pound. 
Generally home-grown tomatoes from around Sacramento are in mar- 
ket by this time, but the season is backward this year, and early to- 
mato crop in this section is from two to three weeks late. A fortune 
awaits the enterprising man who will begin raising tomatoes for the 
early market, using a system of underground pipes to keep off the 
frost and supply the necessary heat to force growth. Cucumbers are 
grown on a large scaJe near San Jose that way and there is no reason 
why the system cannot be used for growing tomatoes. 


Larceny and Bank Wrecking. 


Within the past two weeks no less than eight banks have failed. 


In every case the failure was due to the officers speculating with the 
bank's money or lending it out without adequate security to corpora- 
tions in which they were promoting and financing. Not one of the 
banks closed its doors because of legitimate financial stress. 
Such 


gross breaches of trust for the 
severest 
punishment. They 
are 


not only dishonesty in the worst form, but they tend to bring on gen- 
eral calamity by creating a widespread feeling of distrust and inse- 
curity. What essential difference is there between gambling away 
other people's money in the stock market and betting it off on race 
horses? The result is precisely the same, with the difference that 
the bank official gets away with thousands by his speculative pecula- 
tions, where the gambler at cards or the races embezzles ten. One 
bank wrecker ruins hundreds of others, while the common-place thief 
only injures a few. Yet the public continues to regard the big thief 
as much less culpable than the little thief. The trusted bank officer 
who steals hundreds of thousands to gamble in grain or stocks is 
commiserated, while the wretch who steals a few hundreds jrom his 
employer to squander on fast women or the gaming table is looked 
upon as utterly depraved. It seems that theft is respectable in pro- 
portion to its magnitude. A different rule for estimating crime needs 
to be established, else dishonest bank officials will go on making- 
stealing a feature of high finance.

History Making Naval Battles 


It is exactly one hundred years, lacking a few months, since 


Lord Nelson utterly destroyed the combined French and Spanish 
fleets off Cape Trafalgar. That renowned feat of arms furnishes the 
nearest parallel to the victory of Togo in the Straits 
of 
Korea. 


Farnce was then the great continental power of Europe, and the mighty 
fleet of Villeneuve had been collected to drive the British fi^et to cover 
or draw it away from the Channel that Napoleon might land his ar- 
mies in England. A decisive defeat of Lord Nelson would have been 
a terrible disaster to Great Britain, for it would have destroyed Brit- 
ish supremacy on the sea and left the English coast^ open to in- 
vasion. 


England was an island power pitted against a military colossus. 
The situation of Japan prior to the recent naval battle was very 


much the same as England's prior to the battle of Trafalgar, save 
that she had no reserve fleet as England had, and her coasts were 
not immediately threatened by an army of invasion. Still, in all 
essentials the parallel is as complete as is usually to be found in his- 
torical annals!

THESE GIRL TRAMPS 
ARE WINNING HEARTS 


BY MAKING FUDGE 


PITTSFIELD, Mass, May 30,—"We have walked from New York to Pittsfleld for the pure fun of the 


thing," said Miss Helen Fox, of New York, today, one of the party of Jive New York girls who are making a 
pedestrian tour from the metropolis to1 Bennlngton, VL, a distance of about two hundred miles. Besides Miss 
Pox, the party is made up of her sister Alice and Misses Amy Marshall, Gertrude Owen and Carolyn Floyd. 


Bronzed and ruddy cheeked from the effects of the sun and wind of the past ten days, the girls tramped 


into this city this morning to make a brief halt here before proceeding northward From appearances they might 
be taken for girls out for a five-mile tramp. They were unencumbered by'baggage and, with the exception of ko- 
daks and what looked like a lunch basket, they carried nothing more Each of the party wore a dark skirt 
reaching well below the tops of serviceable boots, sweaters of white that were hip length and soft hats. 


They left Harlem May 10 for a trip through Litchfleld county, Conn., and the Berkshire Hills, following the 


highways by an automobile guide-book, and stopping wherever night overtook them in homes of farmers. 
They 


have held to no schedule, and their itinerary has been changed from :ime to time to visit places of interest. 'They 
have covered from ten to twenty miles a day, according to the weathfr and the conditions of the road. Miss Helen 
Fox, describing the trip, said:

"Some of ns have taken lon£ tramping trips before, and that experience has been of advantage. 
For In- 


stance, we know enough to carry no baggage; we ship a trunk ahead by express to points we are to visit. Tho 
trunk contains wearing apparel. The only thing we agreed on before starting TV as to wear old and comfortable 
shoes. Everyone along the way has been most kind to us, giving us all the information possible and assisting us 
in many ways 
"We have made some delightful acquaintances among farming folk with whom we have stopped. 


We have found comfortable beds and good food everywhere. 


"We nave revelled in the scenery along the Housatonlc river, which is just grand at this time of the year 


Of course, we have had lots of fun, and there have been many incidents to tell about. 
For example, we have 


caught fish in the trout streams down below Stockbndge, and we have ridden on farmers' wagons for 
short 


stretches. Some of us are experts at cooking fudge, and by making it in farmers' kitchens we have won many 
hearts. Sometimes the farmer's wife had never heard of fudge and she and the neighbors were delighted with the 
great delicacy we taught them to produce." 


Miss Marshall and Miss Owen are graduates of Wellesley College, and the others of the party were Vassar 


girls. Miss Fox refused a reporter their New York addresses. She intimated that their parents were not aware 
they were tramping 200 miles. 
THIS MAN WANTS TO WEAR 


REGULATION CLOTHES OF WOflAN 


WASHINGTON COURTHOUSE, O., May 30 —Randolph Mtlboirrne, who was arrested here a few days ago 


for appearing on the streets dressed in female attire, has not received an answer to the letter he wrote Attorney- 
General Wade Ellis, asking his opln as to whether he cannot continue to wear women's clothes on the streets 
without violating the law. 


Mllbourne asserts that the law does not touch his case, as he desires to wear female attire because it better 


suits his form, and he feels more comfortable when thus dressed than when he Is dressed as a man. He says 
he never did like to wear men's clothing, and for years he has been wearing the garb of a woman about his home, 
where he lived alone. 


Mr. Mllbourne says 
"It has been my intention for a long time to discard men's clothing and dress only 


in female garb 
For years I have worn ladies' garments about my home and I feel much better than when dress- 


ed as a man. While physically I am a man, yet spiritually and intellectually I am neither a man nor a woman, 
while I feel that in form and spirit I Incline more to effeminancy and am gradually taking on more of the nature of 
womanhood. 


"There is today too much attention paid to the kind of clothing a person wears._ In New Testament times 


men and women dressed alike, in long, flowing -robes, and now I am arrested for "wearing garments in vogue in 
those days. Why should I be arrested for wearing clothes of my choice when I am doing: it because I think it 
Is my duty to do so? 


"Dr. Mary Walker, a woman of Washington, D. C., chose to wear men's clothing because she thought them 


better suited to her profession, holding that in the sick room men's clothing does not stir up the dust of the 
floors as women's skirts do, and hence should be worn by her. Dr. Mary Walker was arrested for wearing men's 
clothing. She pleaded her own case and won in the courts. 


"If Dr. Mary Walkei can lawfully wear men's clothing upon the streets of American cities, why should not 


I be allowed to wear -women s garments if I prefer to do so? Another thing, my form is better suited for female 
dress than for male attire, and I never feel comfortable in men's clothing, while I am at perfect ease when dressed 
as a woman For ten years I have worn a woman's corset, and could scarcely live without it. 


"If the authorities insist upon preventing me from wearing the attire of a woman It is my intention to pe- 


tition the Legislature at Its forthcoming session for the special privilege to wear female attire. 


"I am 61 years old, and for three years fought for the Union, serving the last year as drum major in th<> 


Veteran Reserve Corps at Detroit barracks, having been transferred from the Eighty-first Ohio, and no one will 
jo further than I will to stand b> the law of the land."

TO AID HER AGED FATHER 


PARIS, May 30.—"The Whirlwind of Death" was not long in justifying 


its title. 
"Le Tourbillon de la Mor t" is a development of "looping the 


loop" idea, a vehicle, a little motor car for choice, with machinery removed, 
coasts down an Inclined plane At the foot of the incline the plane tilts up 
rather suddenly, the car is shot forward mounts in the air, turns a somer- 
sault, coming dotvn on its four wheels on another plane farther on, where it 
is stopped. 


As you may guess, a human being is placed in the car, and, to make 


the spectacle still more taking, the occupant is a young woman. 


Every evening at the Casino de Paris Mile Marcelle Randal shot "le 


tourblllon de la mort." On stopping she untied herself and stepped out to 
make her bow to the public. She fainted twice in the course of a few days, 
and had to be untied by those near her and lifted out. But the more dis- 
tant spectators never suspected how much she suffered, and could not see 
below the deceptive rouge on her cheeks 


They had seen her advertised as an Iphigenia who risked her life every 


evening for a motive o£ filial affection. To some degree this was true 
Her 


father, an old man, poor and broken-down in health, had 
invented this 


"tourbillon de la mort," but could not flnd anyone who would risk it for a 
season for less than $25,000. 


The daughter, who had supported her father, said one day that 
shp 


. would do it. He had such utter faith in his discovery, as he called it, that 


he accepted her offer and, when she recoiled, persuaded her. She had a ter- 
rible misgiving on taking her s-;a- in the motor for the first time, and at the 
close of the somersault fainted outright, and was taken for dead.

this week 
But her health visibly ran down, and she confessed that she

CHICAGO, May 30.—"Graft Is a thing 


entirely unknown In Japan," said David 
Starr Jordan, president of Leiznd Stan- 
ford University, last 
night, addressing 


one of the meetings preliminary to the 
regular sessions of the Congress of Re- 
ligion. 
"I venture to say," continued 


Dr. Jordan, "that in the present war 
not $100 ot" Japanese war funds has been, 
stolen. 
On the other hand, I presume 


that not one dollar in twenty, if one in 
a hundred, on the side of the Russians 
ever reached its proper destination. I 
heard of only' one dishonest Japanese 
while in the country, and he was one 
whose morals had been contaminated by 
residence abroad." 


Dr. Jordan's lecture was largely upon 


Shintoism, the chief religion in Japan, 
which, he said, was not ancestor wor- 
ship, but the spirit of living so that an- 
cestors would not be ashamed of their 
descendants.

"Plans were adopted to prevent' the 
Jews from ' inundating the middle and 
higher schools.1 Jewish boys found it al- 
most impossible to enter a high school or 
college. Only a fow fortunate ones could 
ever hope to find entrance into a univer- 
sity, and even these could not hold any 
public office. 
They could not practice 
law without a special, permit from the 
Minister, and in the course of fifteen 
years not a single permit was issued. 
"We say without exaggeration that 
Jewish life in Bussia has been made im- 
possible.

CIFIC WILL ENTER SAN 


FRANCISCO. 


POINT RICHMOND, May 30.—A story 


is rife about the Western Pacific plans 
for entering Richmond, which, if true, 
means a great deal. It comes from such 
a source as to warrant credence, and is 
as follows: 


The Western Pacific Railroad Is to come 


to Richmond over the Santa Fe tracks 
from the new bridge at Chipps island. It 
Is said that the bridge at Chipps island, 
while ostensibly a Santa Fe enterprise, la 
in reality a Western Pacific investment. 
The two companies expect to exchange 
traffic courtesies, the 
Western 
Pacific 


using the Santa Fe tracks to Richmond 
In exchange for allowing the Santa Fa 
trackage rights to Sacramento. 
Arriving at Richmond, the Western Pa- 
cific has a survey running off from the 
Santa Fe at the east end of the yards and 
along the easterly line of the Santa Fe 
lands toward Sheep island, where it Is 
proposed to build a long pier similar to 
that of the Key Route, by which it is 
said they can get one-fourth of a mile 
nearer to a landing on North Beach, in 
San Francisco, than the Key Route ferry 
slips.

They propose to establish freight yards 
somewhere on North Beach. The distance 
to Islais 'creek, below China basin, is too 
great. 


If this is really the plan, the Rich- 
mond depot will probably be in the vi- 
cinity of Macdonald avenue and First 
street. 
Our informant states that the 
western Pacific has large plans for a 
terminal at Richmond, including shops, 
etc. 


The New Tork directors are to be In 
San Francisco in a few days, if indeed 
they are not already there, and then de- 
\elopments and actual work will com- 
mence.

in an attempt tu'cure the ill. Professor

A government expert is to come to 
California during the next few weeks.

Wine Men Hear of Uni- 


versity Professor's 


Great Discovery 


BERKELEY. May 80.—Wtoa- 
men 


throne-iout the State are deeply inter- 
ested in an announcement, Just made 
by Professor F. T. Bioletti, head of the 
producing an undesirable degree of fer- 
Unlversity that he is at work upon the 
solution of a problem -which will, in 
event of fln%l success attending his 
izperlments. redound immensely to the 
advantage of the wine making inter- 
ests of the State, and thereby benefit 
indirectly the people of California. 


The ability to make a. dry -wine of 


higi grade has been lacking, in a large 
extent, among California wine makers 
who have 
produced 
splendid sweet 
wines, but could not solve the secret 
of bringing forth a superior dry arti- 
cle. It is this problem that is engag- 
ng Professor Bioletti's mind at this 
time, and upon which he has been at 
work for many months, with success 
almost in sight. He is reluctant to de- 
scribe completely or in detail the ex- 
act nature of his experiments and ti* 
status of the quest for a solution of 
the problem, but explains that the crux 
of the question lies in the difficulty 
experienced in heating properly the 
berry or the wine, to bring out the col- 
or and flavor without at the same time 
mentation. It has been found impossi- 
ble to hea the liquid, because of the fer- 
teria that follows, but Professor Bio- 
letti proposes to heat the grape, be- 
fore tie juices are extracted, and thus 
provide color and the desired flavor, 
without the addition of the/ fermenta- 
tion feature. 
His experiments on this 


line have been successful, thus far, 
and the results are to be given to the 
yiticultnral industry of the State as 
soon as the experiments are complete.
